C ongressional P roceedings. 
SENATE. 
W ashington. December lóth.—The biil 
reported by Dolph. from the Committee on 
l’ul'iie Lands, was passed, granting the 
Lost Lake and M ount Hood Im provem ent 
Company the right of way for a public road 
over tiie public lands of Oregon. 
The interstate commerce bill was taken 
up, and a lengthy debate ensued. 
A t the conclusion of the m orning busi­ 
ness, Vest introduced a bill, which was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce, ie- 
peaiing Section 41.11!) of the Revised Stat­ 
utes. which has perm itted Government 
Inspectors, in certain cases, to take steam 
registers from vessels. 
After an executive session the .Senate ad­ 
journed. 
HOUSE. 
W ashington. December itch.—Consider­ 
ation of the interstate commerce bili was 
resumed, and H ewitt said that while pool­ 
ing m ight be an evil, there were m any 
eviis w hich were remedies for other greater 
evils. 
The evils of pooling were intended 
to rem edy those which had become intol­ 
erable. They were the evils of unlim ited 
competition. 
Large business houses had 
been compelled to employ clerks whose 
sole business it was to go from railroad 
office to railroad office and m ake bargains. 
More than that, the companies themselves, 
which were intended to be conmidn car­ 
riers, found themselves reduced to the coa­ 
lition of .petty 
hucksters, 
who 
were 
compelled 
to 
have a 
great arm y of 
clerks to regulate rates on 
every in­ 
voice of freight shipped over their line. 
This 
evil 
was 
so 
enorm ous 
that 
it ied to the only practicable remedy, which 
was pooling. 
Pooling, if honestly con­ 
ducted, gave stability in the rates for freight, 
equal term s to every customer, and carried 
out the great principle of equal rights to 
all men. 
How should the evils of a pool­ 
ing arrangem ent be overcome 
The gen­ 
tlem an from Texas (Reagan) said hv the 
abolition o f pooling. T hat would consign 
the country to the chaos from which pool­ 
ing hud extracted it. 
Let it be regulated 
by the appointm ent of a Commission. 
A 
Commission would lie approved by the 
judgm ent of m en fam iliar with the subject, 
but a bill to abolish pooling would be con 
trary to their judgi lent. 
There was an 
impression 
that 
Congress couid deter­ 
m ine the condition on which business 
should be done. 
All it could do was to 
prevent the W estern and Southern pro­ 
ducers from getting access to the open 
m arkets of the world. 
The congestion 
which now prevailed in every part of the 
country—a congestion of the products of 
labor and capital—was due to the fact that 
the channels 
of commerce 
had 
been 
dam m ed up by protective obstruction laws. 
T his the gentlem an from Texas would in ­ 
crease. 
If this 
bill passed steamships 
would go unladen, and the commerce of 
the great port o f New York, w hich was an 
outlet for th e commerce of tiie country, 
would be utterly paralyzed. 
Reagan said trie gentlem an’s great objec­ 
tion to the pooling section of the hill 
seemed to be that it would compel the com­ 
panies to employ a large num ber of clerks, 
if the genSem an had read the hill a little 
further he would have seen that it provided 
that the schedules of rates should be 
posted 
up.

law to rem edy what the gentlem an pro­ 
poses to rem edy by giving the railroads the 
riglit to pool. 
H e 
Reagan) would restore 
to the people the right of competition, 
which would cheapen rates of freight, end 
would take from the railroads the power to 
enrich themselves dnd impoverish the peo­ 
ple. The gentlem an iron New York wWtild 
not vote for any provision of the bill, and 
purposed to oppose every effort to lay the 
restraint of a legislative regulation op. the 
power of these corporations to rob and 
plunder the people. 
D unn favored the provisions of the bill, 
and in conclusion sa id : 
The gentleman 
speaks of the voice of New York not being 
heard. 
It is the hand of New York tiiat is 
felt 011 the throat of (he country, and that 
m akes tiiis legislation necessary. 
Let the 
gentlem an rem em ber that. 
Let New Y ork 
slacken tlii- grip, and this legislation will 
not be necessary. 
11 ewet t’s am endm ent was lost—If) to CO. 
H ew itt then offered an am endm ent per­ 
m itting pooling contracts, w hen they were 
reasonable and just. 
Phelps 
thought the 
discussion 
hud 
disclosed 
the unwisdom 
and 
injustice 
of the 
bill. 
It 
was 
an 
attem pt to 
regulate 
railway 
m anagem ent 
in 
ail 
cases, when the eases w ere-infinite 
in 
num ber and variety. 
IIow absurd it was 
to think that these cases could be held in 
the same cast-iron grip. 
The railroads 
would every tim e evade, elude and openly 
disobey these regulations, and appeal to 
the 
people, 
and

would 
rem it the penalty. 
If this bili passed, 
the 
railroads would 
do 
one 
of 
two 
things. 
One was to violate every proposi­ 
tion of it and ii!l the Courts so full of ac­ 
tions against them that the wheels of ju s­ 
tice would be blocked. 
This would attract 
public attention,and public attention would 
give redress. T he only other tiling for the 
railroads to do was to give an order, which 
would send everv locomotive into the

Th<* Ohio E lection Inquiry. 
W ashington. December 1 9 th .— Judge 
Lawrence. First < ’om ptroller of the Treas­ 
ury, was the first witness exam ined to-day 
by the sub-committee investigating the con­ 
duct of Marshal W right at the Ohio elec­ 
tion. 
He said that when ho saw the reports 
th at Government clerks acted as Deputy 
Marshals at that election, he directed that 
the accounts of the clerks for sucli services 
lie not allowed. The witness was interro­ 
gated relative to the legality of tiie appoint­ 
ment of men not residents of Cincinnati as 
Deputy Marshals. Sections ol the revised 
statutes were read, to tiie effect that no per­ 
son should be appointed a Deputy M arshal 
not a qualified voter of the voting precinct 
or election district, and none should be ap­ 
pointed w ithout the request of two citizens. 
Judga Lawrence said the accounts had not 
yet reached his office; that the legality of 
the appointm ents was a question of law. 
and lie did not wish to express an opinion 
before carefully exam ining the statutes. 
Dennis Kavanaugh testified that he had 
been provided with several thousand dol­ 
lars by the Lincoln Club of Cincinnati to be 
used to prevent iilt-ga! voting. 
Tiie m oney 
was to be expended regardless of party con­ 
siderations. 
The Jficaragnii Treaty, 
New Y ork. December 19th.—Tiie Times. 
which lias hitherto opposed tiie Nicaragua 
treaty, tiiis m orning says : “ Now that the 
full text of the treaty is before us. we do 
not see any vital and insurm ountable ob­ 
jection to its ratification, only its possible 
relations to our prior treaty obligations. 
On that point we await further advices 
from the Stare D epartm ent." 
The Tin. • 
says the cause of its change of opinion is 
the expectation of early information of an 
understanding with the B ritish Foreign 
Office, which will relieve our Governm ent 
of the biam e of having needlessly broken 
faith with Great Britain.

New Yokk. December 19th.—The Brook­ 
lyn E i ;!e extra states that the Fire Marshal 
reports twelve bodies found up to S o \ lock 
this m orning among the ruins ot the burned 
St. Jo h n ’s lióm e tur Children. 
W orkmen 
are still searching in the debris. The ut­ 
most excitem ent prevails in the vicinity of 
the asylum . 
The bodies found are so 
charred and blackened that identification is 
alm ost impossible. It is believed that most 
of the children who perished were i:; the ill 
fated Sister Josephine's ward. Men ■ngaged 
in excavating the ruins of the laundry 
found the rem ains sol’ nine boys and two 
grown persons. 
W ho the adults were ¡us 
not been ascertained yet. 
The Sisters are 
unw illing to be interviewed, but it is piain 
to Ik* seen that their li-t of inm ates rescued 
does not come up to the full num ber. This 
is explained by the statem ent that tiie chil­ 
dren may have been cared for in privóte 
houses, and will turn up. 
Tiie fact is that 
last night only one child was adm itted to 
be missing, and this m orning a dozen 
bodies were found. Titese tacts tell their 
own ghastly story with a positivene-s that 
is appalling. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.1 
N ew Y'ork December 19th.—B.'oo.Uvn's 
latest horror is another evidence oi the 
sad truth that no am ount of good intention 
can atone for the lack of proper precaution 
and vigilance. 
H undreds of children in 
the asylum were tenderly protected against 
ali harm , except that which could have 
been most easily guarded against—tire. 
There was a very large water hydrant in 
the yard, wivii four 
butts: 
but 
there 
was no hose in or about tiie building, 
or any other 
means 
of 
extinguish­ 
ing fire. So w hat 
began as a trivial 
accident ended in an awful tragedy. 
At 
the tim e the fire began the larger boys in 
the institution were playing in the court­ 
yard, m aking slides on tiie newlv-fallen 
snow, or snow-balling.

day. and m any parents of the children had 
come to see them . 
About thirty-five chil­ 
dren were in the infirm ary, or second tioor, 
under the care of sister Anthony. Tiyeir 
iittle wan faces were peering at tiie w in­ 
dow.

FARM AND FRUIT. 


R ESILTS OF VARIOUS METHODS 
EMPLOYED. 


lUi.veil F a r m in g —C o n cern in g S to ck 
—F ig -g r o w in g —C a liforn ia Itais- 
iu s —P o u ltry B r e e d in g —K lc. 


Tlie subject of mixed farming has fre­ 
quently been considered in the columns of 
the R ecord-U nios. 
Buena Vista ranch, 
which is in Monterey county, on the south 
side of the Salinas river, commencing four 
miles from Salinas City, and extending a 
distance of seven miles up the valley, fur­ 
nishes an illustration. 
It contains alxiut 
8,000 acres. 
Hiram Corey, a practical 
farmer, occupied this ranch several years 
under a lease. 
At the expiration of his 
lease he purchased it, and is now following 
the system of mixed farming on a large 
scale. 
This season, says the Rural Press, 
lie has put out and harvested 1,600 acres of 
grain, and planted 100 acres in heans, po­ 
tatoes, roots and vegetables. He has also a 
dairy of 500 cows, 600 head of young cat­ 
tle, a stock of brood mares, and 800 hogs. 
Thus it is apparent that mixed farming is 
feasible in some of the rich valleys of 
California.

DRYING OFF OF MILCH COWS. 
One thing is apt to have too little atten­ 
tion just now, and that is the drying off of 
milch cows. 
In our own experience we 
have noticed they were left to perform this 
important duty for themselves. 
It is not 
an uncommon expression, " Well, the cows 
don’t give much milk, anyway. 
1 guess 
I'll stop milking them.” 
And, suiting the 
action to the word, the milking process at 
onee and abruptly ceases. 
What some­ 
times follows? A swollen, hardened con­ 
dition of the cow’s udder, with a possible 
loss of one of the teats. The udder is filled, 
or nearly so, with a yellowish scum and 
thick, clotted milk, which it is quite im­ 
. possible to remove. 
But unless it can be 
taken away serious results may follow. 
How, then, shall we proceed? 
First, keep 
milking the cow regularly every day, leav­ 
ing a little more in the udder than at the 
previous milking. This will gradually di­ 
minish the excretion, the older milk being 
drawn at each time leaves the newer to 
cheek the formation of more. Sometimes, 
even with great care, the udder will be­ 
come heated and diseased, and, in ease any 
such symptoms appear, the milk should be 
drawn as completely as possible, until the 
danger has passed. This i»:i better method 
than to withhold nutritive and milk-pro­ 
ducing fond.—[New York Independent.

They are also 
fresher, as they never have the etliery taste 
give to the foreign raisins by the sea voy- 
nge. The grapes can he grown so cheaply 
in California, and the raisin product is in­ 
creasing so rapidly, that in a few years, 
possibly in 1885, it is confidently expected 
that the California raisins can be laid 
down in this market at $1 25 and 81 30 for 
a 20-poutid box, at which jiriee the foreign 
raisins cannot oomjiete with them.

present the freight on the California is 1 
cent per pound, which amounts to 25 cents 
on 20 pounds, and it is probable that as the

The original 
decoration- of the interior were by an 
Italian painter, and except for an over 
conscientious abundance of small detail 
which was wasted on the ceiling, they were 
admirably conceived and -executed. 
The 
decoration of the Madison Square Theater 
is, in a general sense, well carried out as 
far a- its interior is concerned. B utt lie 
artistic harmony of it- decoration is de­ 
stroyed by the contradiction of tiie details. 
That theater could be given a suiierb grace 
and lightness by simply gibiir.g the walls 
from a dado of velvet. The gold should lie 
applied in one uniform flat, and variety 
could he given by toning it with bitumen 
from the base up, so that tiie mass of light 
would be concentrated overhead. The ex- 
jicnse of this decoration would he an un- 
impofltant item, for the gold once applied 
would, if the iie-t leaf were used, last as 
long a- the wall itself. Any breaks in the 
wall could be patched. The only renewals 
necessary would be in the dado when wear 
tear demanded it.—[Art Amateur. 


N o tes on D ecoration . 
The chief weakness of American archi­ 
tectural decoration is that it almost inva­ 
riably fails to achieve the first purpose of 
all decoration—apjiropriateness. 
We note 
this fact on every hand—in our churches, 
like St. Paul’s with its abominable color­ 
ing, and Trinity with its reredos so jinny 
in detail that its design can scarcely he 
seen from the altar rail; in our theaters, 
which, from the Metropolitan Opera House 
down, present no instance of congruous 
interior embellishment; in our hotels and 
private houses. All decoration to he jn-t 
must be in proportion as well as in keeping 
with the structure it decorates. In a 
church of the size of Trinity, for instance, 
the details should be calculated upon the 
same scale throughout. Such an addition 
as the reredos is lost, because its propor­ 
tions are dwarfed in the surroundings. 
When we speak of the sums of money 
spent on the decoration of such interiors as 
that of the Hoffman House, we should 
rather speak of them as being wasted. 
Indeed, they are worse than wasted, for 
they are not represented by theresults, but 
such results as there are tend to pervert 
the taste and perpetuate in other spots 
the errors which inve-t this one with 
sumptuous absurdity. 
Such decoration 
as that at the Hoffman House is not even 
barbarically magnificent, for 
barbarous 
decoration has a jiervailing symmetry, how­ 
ever unusual or exaggerated its composite 
effect may lie. 
Here, in a house devoted 
to the purpose of re-t and refreshment, the 
very portal is embellished with trojilries of 
war. 
In the cafe the beautiful and the 
hideous, the extravagantly expensive and 
the vulgarly cheap, jostle one another 
on every hand. The ncwlv-conijileted por­ 
tion of the building is the same, so that 
the whole hotel is a sort of architectural 
am) decorative Mine. Tussatul’s, crowded 
with a variety which the thoughtless or 
ignorant find curious and interesting, but 
which is indescribably vulgar to all who 
are capable of forming an accurate judg­ 
ment. Yet there are in England dozens of 
hotels and public restaurants and resorts 
like this, which, at a far less expenditure, 
have been made monuments of appropri­ 
ateness and good ta-te. 
I can cite the 
Grosvenor Hotel, in Chester, for one—jicr- 
haps the Criterion Restaurant, in London, 
for another. The enormous advertising 
the Hoffman House has received has made 
its splendors familiar by report throughout 
tiie country. It is a place of call for 
strangers who have read of it, and these 
visitors being, as a rule, of the sort which 
does not discriminate, they carry with 
them impressions which are absolutely 
false. The pernicious results of a bad ex­ 
ample are well known. Such an exanijile as 
this is probably resjionsible for more out­ 
rages on true decoration in this country 
than any other that we are afflicted with. 
The only large theater we have ever had 
in this country which came any way near 
true symmetry of decoration and archi.

JUSTICE. 


Charles J. Bellamy believes the present 
aspects of society are anything but sooth­ 
ing to nervous observers. 
líe 1ms given 
the world a volume expressive of his views 
upon many social questions. 
Home of his 
ideas are at variance w ith th e fundam ental 
principles of economics; some of his sug­ 
gestions wholly im practicable. 
B ut there 
are in his essays some wise things, and that 
they are not all original detracts nothing 
from their force. 
Such as are due to the 
processes of his reasoning and born of the 
sanctity of his desire lor the welfare of 
society, command respectful criticism. 
One of these chapters declares th a t justice 
should be free, speedy and sure— a truism 
indisputable. 
Bui it is not always -peedv. 
and is not so free to all as it should be. as 
now administered. 
W e go beyond his 
declaration, and pronoun, e appeals to the 
law to be too often luxuries to be enjoyed 
or endured only by th e few. 
The “ why ” 
is perfectly apparent. 
T he law, w ith us. 
i- the expressed will of a self-ruling peo­ 
ple. grafted ujMin those traditions,doctrines 
and evolutionary truths of human experi­ 
ence known as common law, and passed 
down from generation to generation in the 
form of reports of adjudications 
upon 
which the wisdom of many men has been 
expended, and in which th e nearest ap­ 
proach to the perfection of justice has 
been—it is assumed—attained. 
The dilli- 
eulty th at confronts Mr. Bellamy, and leads 
him to complain so bitterly of the law’s 
vexatious delays, arises, we take it, out of 
two causes—th at the graft lias outgrown 
the tree, to which it must, nevertheless, 
rem ain attached, and that the needs of am­ 
bitious and contentious men outrun their 
ability to provide adequate remedies for 
the consequent friction. 
The principles 
of justice are rig h t; they could not lie 
otherwise. 
Kxcept they are wholly right 
they are not justice, but som ething else. 
A' Bellamy admits, “ they have 
l>een 
searched out and codified with reasonable 
correctness, so far as applicable to socictv 
as now organized.” 
H e accords general 
wisdom and purity to the Bench, which, in 
most States, is a credit to the race ; and to 
the Bar he gives credit for intelligence, 
honesty and brilliancy. 
W hy then, we 
ask, is justice slow, doubtful and expensive 
in adm inistration ? 
H e replies, " Because 
of the procedure only.” 
r*oes our procedure vex and delay until 
justice is often changed into injustice? 
That it does will hardly be denied, and 
th at procedure is at fault will be franklv 
conceded. Mr. Bellamy would have proved 
him self a la tte r logician if, after having 
consort of most minds thus far, he had 
proceeded in order, to ascertain why pro­ 
cedure 
at fault. But, like so many other 
theorists who see effects w ithout adequately 
noting causes, he runs off in the worn old 
groove about the sharpness of the lawyer 
of the rich client, and tlie crippled condi­ 
tion of the poor suitor at th e bar of ju stice; 
the dragging of the poverty-stricken to 
ja il, while the rich go on b a il: the prac­ 
tical conviction bv m ere charge of the 
ignorant or pour man, and his speed v con­ 
dem nation because he has not Hie money 
to pay for 
ness to de- 
all this sounds well in the ears 
bittercd and envious. 
It i- supposed to lie 
exceedingly popular to preach it, and in 
a large degree the preaching appear- to 
satisfy the complainants. 
There is no 
Htate in the U nion where a prisoner at the 
"bar is required to pay for the summoning 
o f w itnesses. 
The entire m achinery of the 
law may lie invoked by him as readily as 
by any other. 
T hat the rich crim inal mav 
employ agencies to prepare his case, be­ 
yond the reach of the poor prisoner, is not 
chargeable to the law. Society cannot give 
itself to the task of equalizing the condi­ 
tions of the two w ithout upturning the 
foundations of freedom. The manifestation 
Mr. Bellamy secs has its root deeper down 
in the economy of civilization than the 
artificial procedure employed by man in 
his Courts of justice. 
But it is adm itted th at Court procedure 
is slow. 
It is easv enough to go to law. 


the end of it. 
Too much tim e is lost in 
getting eases upon Court calendars; th e ex­ 
cuses for delay are too frequent and num er­ 
ous; the means of delay too easily obtain­ 
able. W hen trials come on very frequently 
the jurors are baffled by the contradictions 
of witnesses, the appeals to passions and 
prejudices, by the eloquence of brilliant 
counsel, and the lingering doubts left bv 
the charge of th e Court. 
Disagreement 
probably follows, and then a repetition of 
the processes, and at last appeal and possi­ 
ble reversal, and a th ird resort to first pro­ 
cedure. 
E vidently only those of th e long 
purse, and those fairly assured of th e full 
lease of life, can endure such processes. 
It 
is no wonder that mPn prefer to sacrifice 
h alf a right or claim, than to appeal to the 
law for full enforcement. 
It is useless to 
go over the details of the admission of the 
law’s delays and expensiveness, with its 
fees anil changes. 
W e pass to the division of law and fact 
between judge and jury. 
Is there in th at 
to be found a partial reason for uncertain­ 
ty, as our essayist avers ? 
W e th in k not 
it is a question at this very tim e engaging 
the attention of th e best minds of the day, 
and filling th e pages o f the critical jour­ 
nals. 
W e can only pause here to say th at 
this “ division ” is the fruit of long expe­ 
rience—th e outcome of the increase of 
wisdom—and behind it stands the civiliza­ 
tion of the period. 
The declaration by the 
Judge of the law he does not make, places 
the bench, as far as it can lie, n lw e the 
charge of bias, but to invest it w ith the de­ 
cision of th e question of fact in all cases, 
would not only impose upon the Court 
labor disproportioned to the perfection of 
results desired, but would break down the 
educational influence of the ju ry system 
upon th e people, w hich makes them judges 
among themselves, and fam iliarizes them 
w ith judicial attitudes. 
The result of the 
doubts of twelve men are preferable in their 
attrition in the jury-room , to the doubt of 
one man upon the bench, who, after all, is 
no more a man, because chosen by popular 
election a Judge. 
So long as it is given to 
the Judges to declare the law, there will be 
nearer approach to perfection, than if the 
bench is in all cases driven to disentangle 
facts and weigh testimony. 
1 pon the question of a m ajority verdict 
we will raise 110 issue. 
It 


gestioq of remedies, will find th a t th e true 
remedy for delays of justice is to be found 
in the quickening of the people to a keener 
sense 
of duty, and a broader compre­ 
hension of their responsibilities in choos­ 
ing law-makers. 
T hey will find by com­ 
parison th at no sm all progress has been 
made. 
The legal procedure of to-day is 
light, swift and frietionlcss compared with 
that of tiie last century, and our methods 
of pleading and trial marvels of sim plicity 
in the light of the system of seventy years 
ago. 
In short, w hile our m ethod of ad­ 
m inistering justice may not have kept 
pace in all respects w ith the m arch of the 
age, it has not, after all, been far ” to the 
rear,” and it afiords hum an rights to-day 
broader 
protection, 
surer 
rem edy and 
greater freedom of action th an ever be­ 
fore.

would cut away much of the cumbrous m a­ 
chinen- of the Courts, have the county 
•ear the cost of enforcing civil as well as 
crim inal law s; make lawyers officers of tin 
Court in fact, as they are in theory, by 
salaries 
at 
the cost of 
the 
county 
and make it their duty to assume, w ith­ 
out fee, all cases brought in th e ir depart­ 
ments : bring causes to a hearing w ithin a 
penned time, and to a final hearing w ithin 
still another lim it; instead of juries he 
would have Boards of three, “ call them 
Judges or juries as you will,” to hear and 
decide all ca-e- (evidently Mr. Bellamy 
has heard in an indirect way of the famous 
commercial tribunals of France— one law­ 
yer, one merchant, one seaman), and to be 
chosen by popular selection ; finally, appeals 
should be made to a Court or Board of live 
men of legal attainm ents. 
Nothing is easier than to point the wav. 
The difficulty of achievem ent never checks 
the enthusiasm of the theorist. 
Mr. Bel­ 
lamy’s propositions contain th eir own an­ 
swers. 
A\ ith the exception of compulsory 
adjudication w ithin a given time, and the 
reduction of the cumbrous m achinery of 
the Courts, his suggestions do not rise to 
th e plane of serious consideration. 
“ The

should no 
more undertake to 
prosecute for 
one citizen 
against 
an­ 
other than to carry on the private busi­ 
ness of citizens. 
The non-litigants in no 
sense should be chargeable with the run­ 
ning cost of th e contentions of the private 
litigants. 
It is sufficient th at they are 
now taxed to furnish the m achinery of the 
C ourt; th at fees should be charged for 
other services is ju st and right. 
But these 
should not be a means of revenue in excess 
of the precise cost of the service, and in 
thi- respect the fee system should be re 
formed. 
Lawyers are officers of the Court 
to the extent only of giving the Court 
power to govern their demeanor and en­ 
force wise regulations for the orderly di 
charge oí public business. 
It is absurd to 
supjiosc th at men’s rights will lie so well 
conserved or defended, or the wrongs 
against them so well searched out and the

by the lawyer salaried by the eour.lv, no 
m atter what the outcome of his efforts, as 
by the lawyer actuated by self-interest, the 
pride of his profession and the contingency 
i f reward. 
Nor would such an absurd sal­ 
ary scheme attract to the study of the law 
th e l*est minds, since the plan clips ám bi­ 
to 'it - wings, and reduces an intellectual 
vocation to the drudgery of clerkly rou­ 
tine. 
I’.» sulistitute a trium virate for the 
jury, is out to modify the ju ry system bv 
erecting a perm anent panel, to which the 
same objections apply as have already lieen 
advanced to the scheme to m ake the Court 
the sole judge of both law and fact. 
¿ lie projHisition of Mr. Bellaxnv suggests 
the old saw that “ critics know much l>et- 
ter how to criticise tiian how to correct ; as 
children understand sooner how to whip 
horses than to guide them .” 
They recall 
at 11 ic same time, the caustic epigram of 
Beaumarchais that “ it is by no means nec­ 
essary to understand things to speak confi­ 
dently nlsjut them .” 
The laws and the 
Courts will not rise superior to nor sink 
below the intellectual, moral and busi­ 
ness tone of the country. .W hile legisla­

A MISREPRESENTÁTI9N. 


W ith its usual facility for blundering, 
and its readiness to lend itself to vicious 
ends, the San Francisco Chronicle say- re­ 
garding the new school-books to be printed 
by the S ta te : “ It is understood th at it will 
take three years to w rite and p rin t the new 
books, and will cost something like $400,­ 
000.” 
N othing of th e kind has been “ un­ 
derstood,” rum ored or suggested. 
The 
total cost, at broadest estimates, lias not 
reached $100,000. 
N or will it take three 
years to write and print the books, but 
they can, in large part, be introduced in 
one year. 
It make take three years to 
perfect the system in all its details, since 
it is new, and will meet w ith selfish oppo­ 
sition, and m ust contend with powerful an­ 
tagonistic interests. 
If the cost of the 
plant, the prim al expenses, and the setting 
of the system in motion is to be charged 
against buyers in the first year, which 
should not lie charged against them at all, 
they will not experience so im m ediate a re­ 
duction of outlay as may he supposed, but 
it will be a very considerable reduction 
nevertheless. 
F u rth er exam ination, since 
we last treated of the subject, discloses 
that the school-books in the very first w a r 
of issuance will be furnished at an average 
cost to buyers of 'I'll cents per volume. 
W hoever has approached the subject in a 
candid spirit, has been convinced of the 
feasibility of carrying out the constitu­ 
tional am endm ent. 
The desirability of it, 
we are free to say, cannot be questioned 
w ithout raising the suspicion of dishonesty 
of motive.

A RIGHTEOUS BILL. 


The U nited States Senate has passed a bill 
to strike out a single word in a statute. 
The 
law now prohibits th e carrying in the mails 
of money or money orders relating to any 
“ fraudulent lattery.” 
The Louisiana lot­ 
tery brokers and-prom oters stickled upon 
this word fraudulent, and succeeded in 
crippling tiie efforts of the Postmaster- 
G eneral to exclude th e correspondence of 
the lottery gamblers from the mails. 
The 
new bill strikes out the word “ fraudulent.” 
The House should pass the bill also; but 
there the lottery managers will m ake a 
stand. 
If the bill becomes a law, the 
Postm aster-General will possess the power 
to w ithhold from the officers of any lottery 
scheme any money or money orders sen 
through the mails. 
Still another law will 
be needed, however, and th at is a statute 
to punish evasion of th e law closing the 
mails against the lottery men. 
They evade 
the law by having th eir dupes forward the 
price of their folly to a bank, subject to 
th e order of the lottery officials. 


THE TREATY-MAKING POWER. 


A debate is going on concerning the 
treaty-m aking power of the President and 
Senate, and a great deal of jealousy is 
manifested th at th e House has no part in 
it. 
N othing is better settled by the law 
books than that the President and Senate 
possess the power they are now exercising. 
I he House possesses the power also to 
cripple any treaty convention, by refusing 
the means necessary to its support, pre­ 
cisely as it may refuse support to the armv 
.or th e navy. 
To do so, however, would be 
of a revolutionary nature, and the country 
would be called upon to judge between the 
contending houses at the next election. 
T here is no lim it to th e treaty-m aking 
power of the President and Senate, there­ 
fore, except such as the House m ay apply 
by refusing supplem ental legislation. 
It is said that a treaty becomes the “law 
of the land,” and th e authorities on inter­ 
national law so lay it down, but as it is 
evident th at the House of R epresentatives 
may, except in rare ca«es, interpose in a 
m anner to defeat a treaty convention, it 
can prevent a law of the land, created in­ 
dependently of it, from becoming opera­ 
tive. 
A demand is now made th at the 
Constitution be amended so as to give the 
two Houses co-ordinate powers in the m at­ 
ter of treaties. 
B ut it is by no means 
made clear th at this is necessary, or that 
the liberties of the country and th e rights 
of the people are endangered hy th e lodg­ 
ment of the treaty-m aking power where it 
now resides. 
It is a m atter for open de­ 
bate, however, and certainly has two sides. 
1 he question is one necessarily involving 
extended rem ark, and will receive it ¡11 
these columns at a later time.

THE CANAL TREATY. 


I hat the proposed N icaraguan canal 
excites French jealousy and English oppo­ 
sition was to have been expected. 
But no 
foreign influence can cripple it if the 
treaty i- ratified. 
The N icaraguan and 
f niteil States ( Governments propose to 
construct through the territory of the 
former a water-way, to lie free on equal 
terms to the commerce of the world. 
It is 
to open up a new route of communication 
between the Pacific and A tlantic sections 
of the country. 
The two contracting par­ 
ties agree th at th eir own coasting trade 
shall enjoy favoring toils, a m atter th at 
concerns them alone. 
But the country will not hastily pledge 
itsd i to the scheme, and will dem and to 
know more about it than it now does. 
It 
involves a departure from the traditional 
policy of the Government. 
It will call for 
a vast outlay of money. 
It will be in 
rivalry 
w ith 
the 
Panam a canal, and 
its 
return 
capacity therefore lessened. 
The 
transportation 
needs 
of 
the 
G overnm ent 
and 
the 
people 
between 
the A tlantic and Pacific coasts are more 
adequately and speedily secured by the 
several competing 
transcontinental rail 
incs. ' B ut that it will go far to aid our 
m aritim e importance, and augm ent com­ 
mercial movement by sea, shortening as it 
will the w ater route of the great tide of 
western commerce, is indisputable. 
So far as the claim is concerned th at the 
new treaty infringes the Clavton-Bulwer 
Convention, we do not give im portance to 
it. 
The conditions arc now different, and’if 
the English compact stands in the way 
after the people shall have pronounced for 
the canal, it will have to'lie modified or go 
to the wall. 
I t is not to be for a moment 
supposed th at such a compact will lie per­ 
mitted to binder a great commercial work 


if it :s decided th at such a work is desir-

where some thought is given to “ th in g s’’ 
and m en and women, of everyday life, and 
where there is no thought of “ hearers.” 
The chatting is addressed m ainly to young 
people, and is supposed to lie the re­ 
sult 
of ail 
sorts of odd, suggestive, 
wise and 
trivial 
rem arks, interjections, 
questions and theories, throw n out by a 
miss, whom the author styles “ Our Ten­ 
der,” who represents the creator of the 
work, in fact. There is a great deal of good 
and worth in the book, and m uch that is 
thin and trivial. 
Very often a m ost wise 
and useful chat eoines£out of the silliest of 
questions. 
As for instance, " Our Tender ” 
breaks forth one day and a sk s: 
“ W hy 
should boys and girls lie anxious to grow 
up with weary men and women before half 
tlieir pleasant childhood is gone?" 
Obvi­ 
ously because they arc boys and girls, and 
no t m en and women. I f they had not the 
desire to grow up they would be other than 
boys and girls, and not w orth the growing 
H ad they the wisdom to foresee that in ma 
ture life they m ust suffer, but in childhood 
if they could * ease growing, they would 
continue to have a m axim um of innocent 
pleasure and the m inim um of sorrow, they 
would not be capable of enjoying as chi 
dren. 
B ut out of this silly question grow; 
a thoughtful, helpful and wise “ chat." 
I rom A. L. Bancroft A Co., San Francisco, 
we have H arper it Bros. New York issue of 
Justin McCarthy’s •“ H istory of the Four 
Georges” (vol. 1). Thackeray,' it was thought, 
had " finished” the Georges. No man. it was 
long held, would essay to tread the thorn 
of his satire in the path of the George 
Mr. McCarthy, however u has taken upon 
hint the task of historical w riting rather 
than historical criticism.

his m ethod of adjusting the facts in the 
light of each oilier, and of m arshaling 
proofs in new relations to eaeh other, 
m akes his treatm ent wholly new and casts 
new lights upon the subject in hand. 
H e 
lias no concealments to m ake regarding the 
brutish and gross George now treated of. 
H is scalpel cuts clean and to the bone, but 
with the steadiness and coolness of an im ­ 
partial historian. 
Am ong the journals th at come to our 
exchange table there is no one which we 
recognize more broadly as filling Jhe high 
office of a critical and literary paper as the 
Chicago Current. 
We have 110 disposition 
to flatter, but cannot do ourselves the in ­ 
justice of not recognizing ability and edi­ 
torial skill such as m arks every page of 
the Current.

A D am ag in g 
E n te r p r i s e . — Steamboat 
m en report that ranchm en above Butte 
City, on the upper Sacram ento, have sub­ 
scribed a considerable sum and commenced 
work in the construction of a canal from 
< "all's Bend to the head of Butte < ity 
Reach. The canal will be but half a m ile 
long, but the distance around by the river 
is three miles. There will be a fall from 
the bead to the foot of the canal of six 
feet. Of course the action of the canal will 
be to shoal the river above it, and m ake a 
strong current below, where it is already 
very swift. 
It will relieve the upper 
ranches from the accum ulation of water to 
a considerable extent, and pile it down 
upon the lower ranches. Steamboat men 
say that the effect will lie injurious to nav­ 
igation. The foot of the canal will be 
about half a m ile above Butte City, and 
about twenty-five miles by river above 
Colusa. A considerable num ber of team s 
are reported to have been working upon 
the canal, but it is probable that the rain 
w ill cause a cessation of work for the 
present.

Yesterday m orning, when the case of the 
People vs. Em ery, Cavanaugh and Bulger 
was called in the Police Court, counsel on 
both sides announced th at they were ready 
to proceed. The defense was represented 
by A. L. H art, C. T. Jones and W ilbur F. 
George. 
Grove L. Johnson assisted the 
City A ttorney in the prosecution. The de­ 
fense asked that the defendants be ex­ 
am ined separately. Cavanaugh and Bulger 
are accused of the same crime, w hile that 
of Em ery was drawn from a different of­ 
fense. T he Court ruled that the Bulger and 
Cavanaugh cases should be examined to­ 
gether. The defense excepted to the ruling. 
Attorney-General H art then read to the 
Court the statute, which in sucli cases says 
" tiie Court may exclude all persons except 
the officers of the Court, the parties, their 
witnesses and counsel." H e asked that this 
rule be enforced. 
Mr. Johnson asked for w hich one of the 
defendants lie wished this rule enforced ? 
W as it for one, two, or all three of them ? 
Mr. Ila rt replied lie did it of his own 
volition and judgm ent, and on behalf of 
his clients. 
The City A ttorney asked that the three 
reporters who were present be allowed to 
rem ain in the capacity of assistant counsel 
for the prosecution. 
Mr. Jones said that he objected. It was 
for th at very purpose, the 


EXCLVSIOX OF NEW SPAPER REPORTERS, 
That the law asked now to be enforced, was 
enacted. H e claimed if the reporters were 
allowed to rem ain, hear the evidence in the 
case and publish it to the world, it would be 
the cause, providing the defendants were 
held, of keeping them from getting a trial 
in this com m unity. 
They are here, per­ 
haps, to hear but one side of the story, for 
it is not im probable th at no evidence will 
be presented for th e defense. So far but 
one side of the story has been told by the 
press, and they have urged tiie raising of 
funds to assist in the prosecution. 
H e did 
not think, under a proper construction of 
the statute, that tiie Judge could refuse the 
request of counsel to enforce the rule. 
The City A ttorney said lie was somewhat 
surprised 
that 
xlio 
defense 
should 
ask that the investigation should proceed 
w ith closed doors. 
H is request to have 
the newspaper representatives rem ain was 
not because he sought to injure anyone. 
H e said this m atter had been the talk of 
tiie city for days, and public opinion had 
been raised to fever-lieat. 
If they had 
heard but one side, and had prejudged the 
ease, as was intim ated by the counsel for 
the defense, then why not let them rem ain 
to hear the other side?—and if ¡he defend­ 
ants are innocent, as is claimed fev tiieir 
attorneys, then will fheir vindication be all 
the more complete and convincing. 
Let 
the truth go to the world. 
Let the report­ 
ers stay, and they wiil give a fair, complete 
and truthful statem ent of the ca-e. 
Mr. H art said he did not care for public 
opinion. For the best interest of the morals 
ot the com m unity it was better that m uch 
that had already appeared in print had 
never been published, and the proceedings 
in tin's case, from the very nature of the 
charge. 


WOULD BE OBJECTIONABLE READING MATTER. 
Mr. Johnson saul it w;is not a constitu­ 
tional right, and lie was opposed to it. 
Even were it so, the tim e to have enforced 
it was when tiie case was called on Tuesday 
last, and tlie defendants came into Court 
and announced th at they were ready for 
trial. H e was not present at the tim e, but 
was credibly inform ed that the counsel 
had agreed at th at tim e to exclude all ex­ 
cept reporters. Tiie law says the request 
to proceed w ith closed doors m ust be made 
at the com m encem ent of the exam ination. 
At this tim e he held it to be out of order, 
irregular and should not lie considered. 
The City A ttorney'has a right to ask the 
service of'assistant counsel and the defense 
has no right to object. 
If, as the opposing 
counsel say, they have been injured by tiie 
newspaper reports, claim ing 
they were 
written in the interest of the prosecution, 
then it is better for them and all concerned 
that everything be published now. 
Let us 
have open doors, and let every word be 
publhifcd to the world. The Court has no 
more right to exclude the three gentlemen 
referred to than he lias to exclude me. The 
City Attorney asked that they be entered 
upon the record as assistant counsel. That 
i- just the same position 1 occupy. 
Mr. Jones said he insisted upon the ob­ 
jection. 
If the three gentlem en rem ained 
as counsel for prosecution they could not 
write up a fair report. They are not in 
earnest. They are here only ill tiie interest 
of tiie newspapers they represent. 
Tiie Court said he would be glad to have 
the reporters rem ain, but lie thought that 
the defense had a right to ask for their ex­ 
pulsion and lie should enforce the rule. 
The reporters then picked up tiieir hats, 
overcoats, note-books and sharpened Fabers 
and started for the door. 
A discussion between counsel as to how 
the case should be conducted occupied the 
tim e until 12 o’clock, when a recess was 
taken until 1 r. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Court reconvened at i o'clock. Tiie 
counsel for the defense during the noon 
recess evidently made up tiieir m inds that 
they would get a better report by allowing 
tlie reporters to be present, and withdrew 
tiieir objections. Three reporters and three 
attorneys who were not engaged as counsel 
were admitted. 
City Attorney Anderson m ade an open­ 
ing statem ent, after which witnesses for the 
prosecution were examined, as follows : 
Fred. C. Crosby, of Auburn, said he was 
intim ately acquainted with tiie prosecuting 
witness and her father's family. 
Mr. Johnson asked what was her reputa­ 
tion for chastity, truthfulness and honesty. 
Mr. Jones objected, saving that Miss Ida 
Evinger was not on trial. 
H er character 
could not be sustained until it was at­ 
tacked. 
Mr. Johnson—The character of the young 
lady is on trial, and is an issue in this case. 
It she lias been enticed or inveigled any­ 
where in tlie city of ¡sacramento for pur- 
nosesof prostitution we want to know it. 
it m atters not w hether this is in the com­ 
plaint or not. The com plaint is only in­ 
tended to bring parties into Court, and then 
it is to be determined w hether or not any 
public offense has been committed. If we 
can show that she was inveigled into a 
hack and taken to the depot, to the Pacific 
Oyster House and other places, we intend 
to do it. 
All those tilings can be proven. 
W e have positive proof of Cavanaugh's 
sending hacks for her at different places. 
The age m atters not. 
We shall contend 
that she is Is years of age—th at brings her 
w ithin the statute—and that stie was a pure 
and virtuous girl np to the 12th of Decem­ 
ber. Counsel cannot confine us to w bat is 
alleged in the complaint. 
Mr. Jones adm itted that if in tiie course 
of the exam ination another crim e was 
found to have been committed, the defend­ 
ant could be held fur it, but evidence on 
that point would be inadmissible. 
The Court overruled the objection and 
the witness was allowed to answer the 
question. H e said her character, so far he 
knew, was quite good. H e had known her 
quite well ior four years. 
Never heard her 
character questioned. 
H ad seen her quite 
often, and had frequently met her at par­ 
ties and in her own home. 
George D. Aldrich, a m erchant of Lin­ 
coln, said lie had known the girl for a num ­ 
ber of years. Never heard her character 
questioned, and, so far as lie was aware, 
she was a good and pure-m inded girl. She 
had for a few weeks during the past sum ­ 
m er been employed as a waitress in a hotel 
where he boarded. 
H e did not know she 
was down iiere, he said, ' until I heard of 
this outrage.'' 
Douglas W ilcox was the next witness. 
Said lie was a laborer; had lived at Lin­ 
coln for nine years, and had known the girl 
for four years. H e said she was a good 
girl, and he knew positively she was lion- 
esf. Gn cross-exam ination he told some 
tilings that would bring the blush of sham e 
to some m en's cheeks, but no trace of it 
was seen on his. He said he knew Ida was 
a good girl, for he bad made im proper ad­ 


vances and had been repulsed. 
H e also 
stated th at this was a specimen of his con­ 
duct toward all females throw n into his 
societv. 
Edw ard Shirland. of this city, formerly 
a resident of A uburn, said lie was well 
acquainted w ith the girl and all her peo­ 
ple. So far as he knew the girl had a good 
character. 
H e had met her at dances and 
at her home, and always considered her a 
good and honest girl. 
O. B. Evinger said he resided nine miles 
from Lincoln, was a viticulturist, a cousin 
nf Ida Evinger and was m arried to her 
sister. 
H ad known Ida from her birth. 
She iiad lived a portion of the tim e in his 
fam ily and was a girl of good character. 
She was born in Illinois and he thought 
was about 10 years of age. 
H e never knew 
of her being on the stage at Los Angeles. 
She is a girl that did not have escorts. She 
came front his place to Sacram ento to 
engage in sew ing; never heard her charac­ 
ter discussed. 


TH E G IR L’S TESTIMONY. 
The next witness called was Ida Evinger. 
She said she was bom in Illinois and 
would be 19 years of age in January. Came 
to California with her parents in 1879. 
Lived at Los Angeles a w hile, some time 
near Lincoln and her parents now reside 
near A uburn. 
D uring the m onth of Sep­ 
tem ber and a portion of October of tiie 
present year lived at Lincoln and was 
engaged as a waitcress in B irch's hotel. 
Came to Sacram ento October 21st. 
Came 
here to engage in sewing for tiie purpose of 
supporting herself and assist in supporting 
her parents, who were very poor. 
W hen 
she came to the city she had $22 50 in coin. 
She had lived since coming to the city at 
the W estern H otel, the Gleeiuan House, 
Mrs. 
Curtis’. 
Mrs. W illey s and Mrs. 
Painter’s. All of them respectable places 
and people. 
Was at Mrs. P ain te rs one 
week and left there last Sunday night. 
W hile at Mrs. W illey’s, w hich is on K 
street, httw ecu Fourth and Fifth, she vis­ 
ited 
the 
M etropolitan 
Theater. 
She 
m et tlie manager, Sim mons. 
H e intro­ 
duced her to Em ery, who accompanied her 
home. Siie informed Sim m ons that she 
would like to have him secure her an en­ 
gagement with 
some of tiie theatrical 
troupes. Sim mons said he would seeEm ery 
about i t ; that the Electricity ("ompany was 
coming, and she m ight get in with them . 
She told him th at she could sing and dance, 
and had been on the stage at Los Angeles. 
This was about 5 r. m., and no one was in 
the theater except witness and Simmons. 
She says then Sim mons said he would like 
to show her some costumes, and led the 
way to the dressing-room. 
They went 
across the stage and descended to the dress­ 
ing-room. 
On tiieir arrival there. Simmons 
had no costumes to show her, but insisted 
it would be necessary for him to critically 
exam ine her form, which lie did. 
The girl 
then related w hat was done, even to tiie 
m inutest detail. Sim mons had no tape- 
line, bu t used instead a handkerchief, She 
subm itted, she says, thinking it was simply 
a m atter of business and necessary. 
Em ery 
afterward, she says, took her home. She 
was asked to point Em ery out, if lie was in 
the room, and she did so, saying. " There 
lie is." 
She was very desirous of going on 
the stage, and talked to Em ery about it. 
lie said he would try and get her an en­ 
gagement. 
H e afterwards sent a m an to 
m e w ith a note, stating that the bearer was 
" Mr, Stafford, m anager of the Electricity 
iroupe.' 
Mr. Johnsom—If Mr. Stafford is in the 
room, point hint out. 
W itness—“ There he is,” pointing'her 
finger at Bulger. 
The witness, continuing, 
said lie came to her room and asked if she 
wished to become an actress and desired an 
engagement. 
W hen answered in the af­ 
firmative he then, in apparently a business­ 
like m anner, approached her, and desired 
to m ake a critical exam ination of her form, 
assuring her th at this was necessary, and 
she claims that “lie thought it was a m atter 
of business, and a necessity on lier part to 
comply with his request.

Overflowing audiences; the most liberal 
hospitality : a perfect harmony of feeling, 
so far as outward indications are to be 
trusted; essays and addresses of the yerv 
highest literary m e rit: the greatest en­ 
thusiasm, and the brightest prospects for 
the remaining days of the gathering, as 
■well as for its practical results—such is the 
storv briefly told of the Centennial Meth­ 
odist Conference, which opened here on 
Tuesday evening, 
in welcoming the body, 
Bishop Andrews, of the M. E. Church, 
spoke of Maryland as the State 11 within 
whose bounds we hold 
that the first 
American Methodist sermon was preached, 
the lirst Methodist society organized, the 
first Methodist chapel built, and the first 
Methodist conference held (in 1784), tlie 
first Methodist school founded, and the 
first Methodist preachers, both local and 
itinerant, ordained.’’ 
He added: 
“ We 
welcome you to Baltimore city, not the 
same as in the days of C'oke and A-bury, 
with it population le.-s than 10,000, plainly 
built houses, and as plainly kept. 
Then 
no monument had arisen to Washington, 
the father of his country, no Fort .Mc­ 
Henry, within whose bonier the immortal 
‘Star-Spangled B anner’ was written. 
To­ 
day it i- a city of 35(1,000 population, sev­ 
enth in magnitude of all American cities, 
first in proportion of i:« native-born p >pu- 
lation, and lirst in morality and religó#. 


T H E OPENING! M EETING. 
The Chairman of this opening meeting, 
German II. Hunt, gave a detailed state­ 
ment of the conveniences which the Con­ 
ference would enjoy at Mount \ ernon 
Church, where the regular scs-ions are 
held. 
Mail, telegraphic and telephonic 
facilities were specially emphasized, and 
the point was facetiously made that these 
accommodations would compare favorably 
with those enjoyed by the Christmas Con- 
ferenc; of 1784. 
In replying to these 
greetings, Rev. Hr. McFcrrin, of the M. E. 
Church, who is regarded as the patriarch 
of the Conference, was exceedingly happy. 
He was now, ho said, in his 05th year as a 
Methodist, and in his 00th as an itenerant 
Methodist preacher. The venerable doc­ 
tor then indulged in some humorons allu­ 
sions to the Conference held here 100 years 
ago. 
A great deal of attention was paid, 
he said, to the little oil stove, which was 
the center of heat; and some considerate 
individual was busy preparing the backs 
of the benches to prevent the delegates 
from breaking their spines. 
They met 
now in their broadcloth, with starched 
collars and [«dished hats. 
They ate fat 
dinners, heard fine choirs and splendid 
organs, and wen- entertained at palatial 
residences. What a contrast, he exclaimed, 
lietwcen now and then! 
In referring sub­ 
sequently to the creed of Methodism, which 
lie declared to be finished and complete, 
1 »r. McFerrin gri \ very eloquent and 
fairly captivated the immense audience. 
Hr. Brice, of the A. M. K. Church, who 
liad iieen eluden to speak for the colored 
delegates, pitched his address in 


TOO A M B IT IO U S A K K V , 
And hence did not strike fire like the 
writer saw him do at the Ismdon Ecumen­ 
ical Conference three years ago. 
Color, by 
the way, has its representation in all de­ 
partment- of the conference, and the 
dusky-lmed brethren are holding their own 
admirably.

me of the secretaries, 
w<i presently, no doubt, some dark face 
will beam upon us from the C’.u/r. 
The men who, in addition to Dr. Me- 
Eerrin, deserve special mention as con­ 
necting links, lietween the present and the 
jiasf, are Dr. J. M. Trimble, of the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church, and Drs. Evans 
and Boring, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South. This aged quartet were 
all members of the conference which, in 
1844, resulted in the separation of the 
Southern Brethern and the formation 
shortly afterwards of the Church South. 
Dr. Evans is the most vigorous looking, 
but the others, though feebler and older 
than they were sixty years ago, are still 
in the arena and take their part as active 
participants in the contest. At least two 
of the four—Trimble and McFerrin, art- 
hoping for practical results from 
this 
gathering, looking toward organic union 
of the separated bodies. 


A s e x t o n ’s s t o r e h o u s e . 
Mount Vernon Church, where the Con­ 
ference met for the fir-t time on Wednes­ 
day morning, is a 
magnificent Gothic 
structure. 
It faces Washington's monu­ 
ment, and its spire runs a rather close race 
with that in seeing which shall get the 
nearest to the place where heaven is s u p ­ 
posed to he located. Architecturally it is 
one of the chief beauties of this Monu­ 
mental City, and its interior appointments 
arc the vcrv farthest removed from the 
simplicity of early Methodism. 
If .John 
Wesley should drop down on the gather­ 
ing he would be surprised, whether de­ 
lighted or not. 
A singular coincidence 
marks the convening of the Centennial 
Methodist Conference in this church, in the 
fact that the. day upon which it opened 
witnessed the decision in the Courts here­ 
of a suit brought by the Trustees to re­ 
cover from the bondsman of a recent sex­ 
ton the amount of some pew rents he had 
collected and failed to pay over. 
If Prov­ 
idence had anything to do with this con­ 
junct ion of events it was -urely intended 
as an object lesson in the progress of Meth­ 
odism. 
From f-ine benches to elegant 
pews; from free pew- to seats sold to the 
highest bidder ’ Then -rill tending up­ 
ward, a sexton, with bondsmen behind 
him, and finally, as the crowning proof 
that Methodism is up with the times, a 
sexton who pockets the pew rents ! 


CHURCH RELICS W ITH l‘I.DICKERS. 
A great day was Wednesday. 
Bishop 
Granberrv, of the Church South, presided. 
This Bishop is cpiseopallv about three 
years old—not long enough at the crib to 
find his oats; and 1 should certainly think, 
from l|is present over-modest demeanor, 
that he will remain a simple, kindly, 
brotherly chief pastor to the end. 
A Cen­ 
tennial Conference would naturally bring 
relics to the front, and so about the first 
thing wc had John Wesley's Bible intro­ 
duced. 
A roguish church editor at my 
side remarks that John Wesley's B¡hit­ 
are becoming quite common ; but the pedi­ 
gree of this was so fully announced that no 
one could doubt its genuineness, and my 
friend subsided for the time. Other curiosi­ 
ties presented for us in the exercises were , 
an oiti Bible bought by Francis Asbury in 
Augusta, Ga., November 21, 1805 and a 
small gavel made from the wood of one of 
the logs of the first Methodist meeting­ 
house in this country. 
If Bishop Harris 
had only been present to hold before us a 
paster bust of Wesley, and expatiate elo­ 
quently upon its merit- and history, as he 
did at the last General Conference of the 
M. E. Church, this part of the exercises 
would have been rounded off’ with an im­ 
pressiveness that could have left the relic 
worshipers nothing to desire. 


A COLD PROMISE. 
Bishop R. S. Foster, of the M. E. Church, 
had been announced for the opening ser­ 
mon. 
In his introductory remarks the 
Bishop made every one feel awful. 
W hat 
he had to offer, he said, would not be a 
sermon, but would lie a long, tedious and 
unpalatable paper, of which, lie declared, 
they would all become tired long before it 
tvas finished. This, within an hour of 


dinner time, was too provoking tor any­ 
thing. 
But some minds can see good in 
the mo-t unpromising circumstances, and 
my roguish editorial friend piped in again 
with the remark that “ if it is not going to 
Ik- a sermon it will at least lie new ”—a 
remark which was intended to be funny, 
and which evidently was so. judging from 
the way in which another Methodist friend 
chuckled over it. 
“ Well," thought every­ 
body, as the Bishop continued to tell us 
what an awful thing he had in store for us 
and how little we should enjoy it. “ What 
are we going to get, anyway?” 
Some 
looked at tiieir watches, and not a few 
looked toward the door, as though esti­ 
mating the length of time it would take 
them to effect an exit in case matters be­ 
came too hot. 
Altogether it was a time of 
great trial and nervousness. 


A HAPPY DISAPPOINTMENT. 
But now for the sequel. 
Bishop Foster 
played the role of a gay deceiver. 
He 
practiced a pious imposition upon the as­ 
sembly. 
The address he read was lengthy, 
it i- true, but far from being tedious. 
It 
held the mighty audience spell-bound from 
beginning to end. 
For over two hour-Un­ 
people listened, and they still craved more 
of the same sort. “ What was it?” you 
.ask. 
Well, really, it was beyond descrip­ 
tion. 
Methodists must read it, and they 
will. The religious world generally will 
read it, and all who read it will admire. 
Even those who may take exception to 
some of the Bishop’s statements will at 
least do homage to his ability. 
The 
“ crowning effort of his life,” was the re­ 
mark on every lip. 
For timeliness, for 
logical strength, for grasp of intellect, for 
lucidity, for profundity, for pathos based 
on reason, and for convincing force, Bishop 
Foster’s address has, perhaps, never been 
excelled in any religious gathering in this 
country. 
It was a plea for the modern 
spirit of inquiry, which i- testing the 
foundations of the Christian faith. 
It was 
an argument showing that growth and 
adaptability to changed circumstances and 
to new facts were essential to the continued 
existence of the Christian Church. 
It was 
a masterly disquisition upon such topics as 
“ How shall tin* Church reach the masses? 
and how may the efficiency of the modern 
pulpit he increased?” 
It was all these and 
much more. 
Referring to 


THE CREED OF METHODISM, 
The Bishop held that it was as nearly [«.-:•- 
feet as any creed could lie. 
In the mo-t 
concise and eloquent terms he stated this 
creed, winding up with the doctrine of 
“ an eternal hell.” 
“ Amen,” said Dr. 
Evans, of Georgia, as the la-: words fell 
from the speaker's lips, and to have seen 
how some of the older brethren around 
shook their sides v.ith laughter at tin- 
hearty manner in which this venerable 
Southerner indorsed the doctrine of ever­ 
lasting perdition, would have made Old 
Nick himself smile. 
We all have our 
mental perplexities, and one which bothers 
your correspondent i- to know why Meth­ 
odist preachers are so generally prone to 
give way to levity when in conference de­ 
bates any enthusiastic brother lays special 
stress ii[K.n this doctrine of eternal punish­ 
ment ! 
Rev. Dr. Milev, of the M. E. Church, in 
an able essay, reviewed “ The Work of the 
Christmas Conference,” discussing princi­ 
pally the organization of the Church at 
that time. The Doc tor contended that the 
Methodist Episcopacy is 


NOT SIM PLY AN OFFIC E, BUT AN ORDER. 
His argument was 
very 
elalwratelv 
drawn, and doubtless, to the doctor’s own 
mind, was overwhelmingly 
convincing. 
But in holding this view he i« out of har­ 
mony with tlie highest authority of his 
own church, for the last General Confer­ 
ence decided, by a considerable majority, 
that the Episcopacy, as the Methodists 
have it. is an office, not an order. This 
morning the opposition was heard from on 
this subject. Dr. Edwards, of the Erie Con­ 
ference M. E. Church, calling the essayist 
to account, and making the three points: 
first, that John Wesley, who set apart the 
first bishop for the American Church, dis­ 
tinctly stated that the orders of presbyter 
and bishop were one and the same: sec­ 
ondly, that Dr. Coke, who inducted Asburv 
into the Episcopacy, held and expressed 
similar views to Wesley; and thirdly, that 
llic chief Methodist historian of America, 
Dr. Stevens, after thorough examination 
of the subject in its historic aspects, was of 
the same opinion with these distinguished 
men of the past. 


d r . r i d g a w a y ’s t a p e r 
On “ The Personnel of the Christmas Con­ 
ference" was in that scholarly gentleman’s 
most polished style, and showed the same 
aptitude for biographical and historical 
research, and for the analysis of character 
and events, which his published works dis­ 
play. 
The venerable Jesie Boring, of the 
Church South, treated in an able manner 
of “ The Superintendeney of Asbury, and 
what it did for Methodism,” and I>r. 
Alfred Wheeler, of the M. E. Church, fol­ 
lowed in an interesting paper on “ The Re­ 
lations of Wesley to American Method­ 
ism." 
Then occurred the first debate of 
the Conference. The brethren showed no 
backwardness in coming forward. 
In fact, 
many more wanted to speak than time 
would allow. 
Dr. Hendrix, of the Church 
South, was the lirst to get the lloor, and he 
was at once succeeded by Dr. Fitzgerald, of 
the sam e church. Then came Dr. J. T. 
Edwards and Dr. Kynett, of the M. E. 
< hureh. and then, to even up matters and 
to give, as it were, a tailor to the debate, the 
war was carried into Africa by Dr. Tanner 
and by Dr. C. S. Smith, the iatter, by the 
way, making one of the very best speeches 
of the oeeasion. The Convention prom­ 
ises to 1h- throughout as interesting as it 
should be after 100 years’ preparation.

lin. 
All the 
barracks were minutely 
searched on Wednesday, but the result of 
the search lias been kept a secret. Since 
the election for members of the Reichstag 
the Socialist workingmen have been openly 
advocating resistance. The police recently, 
white trying to dissolve a Socialist meeting, 
were beaten, and the mob afterward fought 
the police in the street, but the police were 
reinforced, routed the rioters and made a 
number of arrests.

Liberal rewards are offered for the 
apprehension of the culprit. Numerous 
bonds, signed by Ilcinreieli Kuffier. a 
broker, suspected of complicity in .fanner's 
crime, has been.fotind in Janner’s cash box. 
These bonds represent large sums of money 
paid to Kuffier out of funds belonging to 
the Discount Bank. The Directors of the 
bank have raised 10,000,000 florins, so as to 
be able to meet the run on the bank. The 
bank is honoring all demands, without re­ 
gard to the stipulated date when payment 
will be due. The municipal authorities 
have served notice that the city will with­ 
draw its deposit of 4,500,000 florins. The 
bank is receiving many other notices of the 
withdrawal of deposits. A iater rumor is 
to the eiFect that Janner’s body has been 
found near Klostern, Eulorg.

Every­ 
thing proves that the participants in the 
plot must have remained beneath the 
bridge a quarter of an hour, despite the 
swiftness of the current. The work was 
prosecuted witii immense difficulty, but the 
deep shadows were sufficient to prevent 
detection.
